PARIS, Nov. 28 (AP) — The 
West’s top military men today 
started work on plans to use nearly 
a billion American dollars for the 
defenses of North Atlantic Treaty 
nations against any Russian ag- 


gression. 

Chiefs of staff of the United 
States, Britain and France, the 
major signers of the pact, will 
meet for twc days in the French 
naval ministrv building. They are 
to draw a unified plan to defend 
western Europe. Not until the 
integrated plan is finished can 
the United States supply nearly 
one billion dollars in money and 
arms that Congress voted to help 
strengthen the 11 other nations 
that signed the treaty. 

On Thursday the defense min- 
isters -of the 12 countries meet 
with tre three military chiefs. Po- 
litical questions will be taken up 
then, along with the technical de- 
tails of the military plan.

Bradley, on his arrival here,

000,000 workers in 55 nations out- 
side the Russian sphere of influ- 
ence started work today on the 
creation of a “free world” inter- 
national labor confederacion. 


-H. L. Bullock, chairman of the 

General Council of the British 
Trade Union Congress, in a wel- 
coming address to 250 delegates, 
sounded a keynote with the state- 
ment: 


“Forced labor anywhere is a 
menace to free labor everywhere.” 

The declaration was applauded 
by the large American delegation, 
and by representatives of trade 
union bodies in Europe, North and 
South America and Asia. 


Bullock recalled that in the 
same hall, the council room of 
the London County Council, the 
World Federation of Trade Unions 
was formed in 1945, with Russian 
delegates co-operating in what 
promised to be world-wide organ- 
ization of labor unions.

28 (AP)—A Church of England 
bishop urged Britain today to 
sterilize the unfit and make birth 
control a national policy. 

Dr. E. W. Barnes, Bishop of 
Birmingham, said unless this is 
done Britain will become perilous- 
ly overcrowded. He called the 
British Isles “the paupers of the 
English-speaking world.” 

The bishop told the Birming- 
ham Rotary Club the Labor Gov- 
ernment’s welfare state has made 
the problem more pressing than 
ever.

“Unfortunately, the welfare state 
is only too likely to encourage 
their increase.” 

Dr. Barnes said the population 
of England and Wales alone has 
risen from around 4,000,000 in 
Elizabethan times (the 1500s) to 
11 times that today.

A second deportation order— 
covering the other 10 members of | 
the consulate staff — was an-| 
nounced yesterday. It came at 
the end of a trial in which 10 
Asiatics were convicted on 
charges of being American spies. 

, The trial’s end also brought re- 
lease of Ward’s chief aid, Vice 
Consul Willmm N. Stokes, who 
was seized by Communist police 
Saturday morning. The State 
Department said Stokes had been 
forced to ‘“‘observe” the trial for 
seven hours. The department had 
feared he might be imprisoned. 

A report from Ward said none 
of the Americans on his staff was 
named in the spy trial but that 
even so all were sentenced to de- 
portation. |

Economist. Tells Convention | 


Delegates Socialization Won’t 
Bring Improvement. . 


Improvement In dental service 
in the United States can come 
only from within the dental pro- 
fession and not through socializa- 
tion, Alfred P. Haake, economist 
and consultant to General Motors 
Corp., said today at the opening 
session of the Ninth Mid-Conti- 
nent Dental Congress at Hotel 
Jefferson. 

More than 1500 dentists from 
midwestern states registered yes- 
terday for the convention. It will 
continue through Wednesday. 

“In England health service 
costs the people more under so- 
cialization than it did before, and 
they get less for their money,” 
Haake said. “In the United States 
privately conducted medicine and 
dentistry has done an increas- 
ingly good job and is the cheap- 
est in the world.” 

Besides failing to increase 
health service, socialization would 
seriously threaten our democratic 
for mof government, Haake told 
the convention. 

“These so-called humanitarian 
programs take planning and the 
Government must have the power 
to make the plan work,” he said. 
“It cannot take opposition to that 
planning, which means the de- 
struction of private initiative, pri- 


|vate enterprise and destruction 
|of freedom of speech and the 


press.”

Chiang’s One Hope. 


It is amazing how the stubborn 
personality of Chiang still domi- 
nates the Nationalist political 
scene.

Barring such a catas-| 
trophe, there is no apparent fu-. 
ture for the Nationalist govern- | 
ment but continued retreat and 
continued disintegration. 

In some ways, South China is 
a liability. It eats more than it 
produces. Its _ industrial capac- | 
ity is unimpressive. Its people | 
are traditionally the most vola-| 
tile and the least regimentable in 
China. 


Nationalist hands for a consider- 
able period. 

The Japanese ran Formosa as 
a colony for 50 years and built 
it up to a high degree. Since then 
it has deteriorated under a gov- 
ernment of mainland Chinese 
especially after the arrival of sev- 
eral hundred thousand refugee 
followers of the Kuomintang gov- 
ernment early this year. They 
brought with them the vices that 
sped their downfall on a national 
scale — nepotism, “bureaucratic 
capitalism,”, irregular. and ex- 
ploitative taxation. 


Industry on Formosa. 


There are several ways that 
American aid might be effective 
in bolstering Formosa’s economy. 
The Japanese, during their half- 
century of rule, developed the 
island’s industry beyond the ca- 
pacity of China’s present techni- 
cal personnel to maintain. Plants 
have simply deteriorated in Chi- 
nese hands. American manage- 
ment and advice have proved 
useful on this problem and could 
be expanded.

Expansion Adds to Red Problems. 
The only consolation to the Na- 
tionalists is that the more the 
Communists expand, the more 
their internal problems grow. 
There is no doubt that the Com- 
munists are harassed by many re- 
tarding factors. The big cities 


have been major headaches and 
are in a bad way economically. 
In a few places there is guerrilla 
resistance, but on no important 
scale. Floods, disease and unac- 
customed climate—not Nationalist 
opposition— have hindered the 
Communist advance into China’s 
deep south. 


None of these factors is de- 
cisive. It will be two or three 
years before it will be possible to 
see clearly whether or not the 
Communists are going to be suc- 
cessful in solving their economic 
and political problems. Mean- 
while they face the necessity of 
winding up the war on the main- 
land quickly in order to relieve 
themselves partly of the burden 
of maintaining a huge army of 4.- 
000,000 men which is eating 
deeply into food supplies and 
revenues. 


Aid Opportunities Few. 


American policy makers, ex- 
ploring possibilities for spending 
$75,000,000 voted by Congress for 
anti - Communist pfirposes_ in 
China, will find few opportunities 
on the mainland. Gen. Pai Chung- 
hsi is almost the only Nationalist 
general who stands a chance of 
putting up any kind of effective 
resistance. Whether aid to Pai 
would do any good at this late 
hour is highly problematical. More- 
over, there is no certainty that Pai 
will be able to stand up any better 
to concentrated Communist at- 
tack than did Fu Tso-yi and Ma 
Pu-feng, two other highly touted 
Nationalist generals before him. 
Both Fu and Ma turned out to be 
men of straw when the big test 
came. 


As Communism spreads across 
the mainland, Hong Kong and 
Formosa, just off the China coast, 
became points of particular inter- 
est to Americans. These areas may 
stay non-Communist for an in- 
definite time, and while they do 
they will pose a problem for the 
United States. We can hardly 
avoid being drawn into their af- 
fairs, which are tricky and com- 
plex. : 

Here in the British colony of 
Hong Kong, the British have re- 
inforced their garrison with the 
obvious determination of holding 
on.

CAPTIVES REPORTED 
SHIPPED TO RUSSIA 


BERLIN, Nov. 28 (AP)—Russia 
is» weeding out its concentration 
camps in East Germany and send- 
ing most of the inmates to the 
Soviet Union, Western press re- 
ports charged today. 

This month at a Christian Dem- 
ocrat rally in Leipzig, East Ger- 
man Secretary of State Helmut 
Brandt told his party the Rus- 
sians planned to deactivate their 
German concentration camps and 
turn political prisoners over to 
the German Communist Govern- 
ment. 

Socialdemocrat, British licensed 
organ of the Socialist Democrat 
party, charged, however, that in 
the last week more than 8000 
concentration camp inmates have 
been loaded aboard trains by 
night and shipped east. 

Trains are rolling out, loaded 
with prisoners, to Frankfurt-On- 
Oder on the German-Polish bor- 
der, the paper said. From there, 
it said, they are shipped into Rus- 
sia. 

The Russians have never ac- 
knowledged the existence of con- 
centration camps in the East zone 
but their existence is common 
knowledge there.

Of Judges and Men 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The Post-Dispatch has raised an is- 
sue which deserves enthusiastic support 
throughout the national community. On 
Oct._23 you offered your readers ““Some- 
thing to Watch,” suggesting that they 
devote some attention to those cases 
the United States Supreme Court re- 
fuses to review. Your remarks centered 
upon the possibility of important civil 
liberties issues being still-born in the 
Supreme Court’s council chambers. You 
stressed the point again on Nov. 6 and 
suggested at that time that “Two More 
Are Needed” to carry on the work of 
Justices Murphy and Rutledge. We 
can afford to have that stressed many 
more times in the future. 


It has been something of a surprise, 
then, to notice that the only reader- 
response was a letter published Oct. 29, 
by G. L. Seegers, which raked you over 
the coals ‘for obviously writing about 
something you do not understand.” The 
letter observed: ‘“‘The law determines 
what cases are to be reviewed, and thet 
determination is not, by the law, brought 
within the arbitrary discretion of a 
judge.”

This point of view has its roots in 
a fiction exploded long ago—that the 
Constitution has its own source of en- 
ergy independent, somehow, of the so- 
ciety for which it was established. It 
flies in the face of reason by blandly 
turning its back on the whole fabric 
of human motivations which have tugged 
and pulled at the Constitution, reshap- 
ing it to accommodate society’s chang- 
ing needs. 

This fiction admits of no split deci- 
sions by the Court, and its adherents 
would be hard put to explain the rise 
of nion-unanimous opinions from 16 per 
cent in 1936 to 77 per cent in the ses- 
sion just past. Nor can it support a 
reasonable explanation for the re-estab- 
lishment of the Fourteenth Amendment 
in the past 15 or 20 years to its original 

guardianship over the First Amendment. 


As a newspaper, you are in a very 
good position to show how “the arbi- 
trary discretion of a judge” may ac- 
count for the periodic appearance and 
disappearance on the Court’s agenda 
of contempt of court cases involving the 
press. 

Justice Holmes came close to defin- 
ing ‘the arbitrary discretion of a judge” 
when he remarked: “The life of the law 
has not been logic; it has been exper)- 
enee. The felt necessities of the time, 
the prevalent moral and political theo- 
ries, intuitions of public policy, avowed 
or. unconscious, even the prejudices 
which judges share with their fellow 
men, have had a good deal more to do 
than the syllogism in determining the 
rules by which men should be gov- 
erned.”’ 
: » » * 

As long as the Supreme Court is 
asked social and political questions, its 
answers will be in social and political 
terms. And its decision to review a 
case will depend, in the first instance, 
upon the social and political attitudes 
of its individual justices. In light of 
this, we can reaffirm the need for two 
men who will fill the vacuum left by 
the departure of Justices Murphy and 
Rutledge. Such men will need the mag- 
nanimity, the inherent sense of justice, 
and the powers of discretion which en- 
abled their predecessors to direct the 
law into its highest and noblest chan- 
nels. 

Then our Supreme Court will once 
more bear the scrutiny of Bishop Berke- 
ley, whose warning was: ‘Whatever the 
world thinks, he who hath not much 
meditated upon God, the human mind, 
and the summum bonum may possibly 
make a thriving earthworm, but will 
most indubitably make a sorry patriot 
and a sorry statesnran.” R. L. G.

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Big Push Coming? 

This looks like the week of the big push. The 
small-loan lobby, it seems, is getting set for one 
more effort to legalize usury in Missouri. 

The danger is that the gougers may get away 
with it. They may get over the hump this time. 
After all, they came within two votes of winning 
in the lower house of the Legislature last week. 
And they have always had plenty of Senate votes 
in their back pcckets. 

It’s been a long time since the operations of a 


" Jefferson City pressure gang have been so per- 


sistent and so outrageous. Actually, there has 
been nothing like it since Union Electric days. 
The small-loan «rowd ‘hat been pleading, cajol- 
ing, glad-handing and worse ever since the Con- 
stitutional Convention ended the 36 per cent in- 
terest racket in this state. 

The Constitution, of course, left it to the Leg- 
islature to authorize somewhat higher small- 
Joan rates than the general veiling of 8 per cent. 
The lobby lost no time in trying for such a new 
law. It has made no less than seven attempts 
so far in the current session. But each time it 
has been turned back by a valiant band of State 
Representatives who would have no part in ex- 
posing their constituents to exploitation. 

But that band has grown smaller and smaller. 
The lobbyists have been promising $1000 of legal 
work a year to lawyer-legislators. They have 
been at work on the home town bankers who 
once were willing to make small-loans for 16 
per cent a year—half of what the gougers want. 
They and their legislator-friends have been try- 
ing all the deals and tricks known to Icz-rollers. 
They haven't overlooked any bets, and they 
haven't lost any time. It was only the fact that 
a majority of the total House membership is 
required to pass a measure, and not a mere 
majority of those present, that stopped them in 
the latest trial of strength. And then they failed 
by only two votes. 

That’s why the small-loaners are thinking con- 
fidently about trying just once more in a session 
which was to have ended last Wednesday. The 
Democrats are blaming the Republicans—Repre- 
sentative Cruce of El Dorado in particular—for 
preventing adjournment so that the lobby might 
have this extra chance. Maybe so; it was Cruce 
who introduced the original small-loan bill in 
the 1949 session. But plenty of Democrats 
voted for the high rates. The majority party 
cannot claim credit for having made this a party 
issue by standing solidly against it. But an 
eleventh-hour conversion to such a point of 
view would be welcome and helpful. It would 
save the small borrowers a lot of money. 

There is a chance that aroused public senti- 
ment may prevent the Legislature from capitu- 
lating. But if the high-interest cabal does have 
its way in the end, one thing is certain: It will 
take another constitutional convention to bring 
interest rates down to earth again. And that 
means they will be high in the sky for a long, 
long time. 

Here is a fight that Missourians—especially 
those who can’t pay big money for small loans— 
simply cannot afford to lose. But they had bet- 
ter get that word to their representatives in Jef- 
ferson City—and soon. If the people speak up, 
the lobbyists may not even launch their push. 
If they don’t, well— 
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An Idea From Maine 

Maine has done a very sensible thing with re- 
spect to its automobile license plates for 1950. 
The Pine Tree State has coated its tags with a 
reflective plastic material which makes them 
glow at night when approached by the head- 
lights of another vehicle. The director of the 
State’s Highway Motor Vehicle Bureau says that 
the light-up becomes visible at 1200 feet. 

Every highway user will think at once of more 
than one benefit. The luminous tag will protect 
a driver in the event that his rear light goes 
out and he does not know it. It will give the 
driver at least a warning signal in the event 
that he is stalled in a dangerous place along 
the road. And it will be a great help in spot- 
ting the number of a car which needs to be 
noted or overtaken by police. 

There is of course nothing new in this idea. 
Roadside advertisers have been using it for a 
long time on stationary signs in all parts of the 
country. Someone in Maine had the good sense 
to apply it to moving license plates. Increased 
safety will be an inevitable result. 
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Where Will They Go? 


A number of states, aroused by recent sexual 
crimes, are considering new laws to deal with 
this special type of criminal. Howard Blakeslee 
of the Associated Press summarized the conclu- 
sions of several authorities in this way: 

They think fhe problem can be attacked. 

To do so will require new types of laws, 

new kinds of social work training and new 

types of medical confinement in custodial 
hospitals. 

Even if the laws are changed, however, how 
many states would be able to provide proper 
treatment, or even proper confinement, for sexual 
criminals? 

Missouri is a case in point. The Legislature’s 
Committee on Legislative Research states that 
present facilities for the mentally ill (and sexual 
psychopaths are mentally ill) are inadequate. 

Four state hospitals were found to have 9016 
patients, although their rated capacity was 7800. 
The four hospitals had only six “qualified” psy- 
chiatrists, though the minimum requirement was 
estimated at 36. There was a similar shortage of 
trained nurses and attendants. 

This condition is hardly news to Missouri, and 
it exists in virtually every other state. For ex- 
ample, in the field of juvenile delinquents who 
also need corrective training, District .ttorney 
Frank S. Hogan says New York’s facilities are 
“totally inadequate.” 

Society must expand its whole pliant for cus- 
todial care for treatment of offenders, sexual 
and otherwise. It must enlarge the public men- 
tal hospitals and spend the money necessary to 
provide psychiatric treatment. These. provisions 
are aS necessary as changes in the law. 
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Fewer Bargains in Justice 

Bargains in justice are harder to find in the 
local courts these days. It is not so easy to 
escape a prison sentence in exchange for 2 plea 
of guilty. James W. Connor, First Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney, points out that in the first eight 
months of the term now drawing to a close 131 
defendants were sent to prison for terms vang- 
ing from two to 20 years despite guilty pleas. 
Although the record might be better, it is about 
twice as good as that of the last term. 

Mr. Connor attributes the improvcment to the 
Legislature’s permission to add two more as- 
sistants to the Circuit Attorney’s staff. It would 
be even more impressive, he adds, if five addi- 
tional prosecutors had been sanctioned. 

No doubt, the burden of work in the Circuit 
Attorney’s office has been one of the reasons 
why prosecutors fell into the habit of making 
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deals with defendants, agreeing to a light pen- 
alty in exchange for a plea of guilty and, thus, 
avoiding a trial. But even this procedure was 
not very effective in clearing the dockets. And, 
certainly, it was a lazy, shoddy way of admin- 
istering justice. The judges did themselves no 
particular credit in acquiescing in it so readily. 

There 1s still plenty of room for improve- 
ment. Granted that law enforcement in the 
lower courts is not quite as simple as it seems, 
strict enforcement might lighten the burden in- 
stead of making it more heavy. The law’s his- 
toric theory is that sure and severe punish- 
ment is the best means for keeping down the 
number of law-breakers. 
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Two to the Right 


Two southern republics have changed their 
governments within a few days—Panama first, 
and Colombia in Sunday’s elections. The United 
States cannot be very happy about either change. 

In Panama, the volice seized power and then 
turned it over to a once-deposed President, 
Arnulfo Arias, while three former Presidents 
fled. State Department authorities are most 
uncertain about Arias’*views, but Washington 
expressed “profound shock” concerning the 
bloodless revolution. 

In Colombia, there is far less uncertainty. 
Though election ballots have not yet been count- 
ed, the winner is Conservative Laureano Gomez. 
He was the only candidate. The Liberal party 
boycotted the election after Conservative Presi- 
dent Ospina Perez declared martial law and sup- 
pressed civil liberties. Campaign rioting and 
police terrorism are believed to have cost thou- 
sands of lives. 

What manner of man is the victor, Gomez? 
Fifteen years ago he organized a fascistic black- 
shirt group that was then the laughingstock of 
the country. He was blacklisted by the Allies 
in the war. He was and remains an ardent ad- 
mirer of Dictator Franco of Spain. And his elec- 
tion may well be the coup de grace for free 
constitutional government in Colombia. 

The list of South American right-wing dicta- 
torships has grown by one and possibly two. 
The remaining democratic governments to the 
south will be under increasing pressure. 
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Presto, a Housing Surplus? 
Serious doubts can be raised against the argu- 
ment advanced by the St. Louis Real Property 
Owners’ League for lifting rent controls here. 
The league bases its argument on its own sur- 
vey showing there are 4000 vacant rental units. 
It does not say how many of these units are 


‘useless for solving the housing shortage on ac- 


count of being priced out of the market, or being 
too rundown or squalid, or being held as sucker 
bait in the hope some desperate person will buy 
a whole apartment building in order to get an 
apartment to live in. In the absence of these 
supporting facts, the league’s 4000 figure is al- 
most meaningless. 

It is contradicted by the attorney for the 
defunct St. Louis Housing and Rent Commis- 
sion, Noel F. Delport, and the federal area rent 
director, Grover C. Vandover, both of whom say 
there 1s still a critical shortage. Mr. Vandover 
says the league’s findings are contrary to re- 
cent surveys by the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
and the Union Electric Co. of Missouri, all of 
which show a critical shortage. Mr. Delport 
says he doesn’t believe the league’s figures. 

But there is still another reason why the 
league’s figures are not convincing. They do 
not say how many people are in the market for 
housing which, for one reason or another, they 
cannot get. Mr. Vandover says the city’s popu- 
lation has increased 180,000 in the past nine 
years and needs 66,000 more rental units than 
are available. So even if there are 4000 units 
standing vacant, they represent cnly one unit 
for every 16 homeless St. Louisans. 

Th Board of Aldermen certainly should de- 
mand much more convincing figures than that 
of the Property Owners’ League before it even 
dreams of accepting that organization’s pro- 
posal to lift rent controls in St. Louis.

There Are Other DPs 


A refugee problem which has attracted far 
less attention than that of the displaced persons 
of Europe is the one concerning nearly 1,000,000 
Arab refugees in the Near East. Yet to a con- 
siderable extent, the one has given rise to the 
other. Many of these Arabs are homeless as 
a result of population adjustments which have 
been made in the Israel area to accommodate 
thousands of the unfortunates, who were re- 
leased from Hitler’s concentration and slave la- 
bor camps at the end of the war. 

The heavy moral responsibility to do some- 
thing for the Arab refugees has not been shirked 
by Israel. But the problem is far beyond the 
resources of this striving new state. The prob- 
lem needs international handling at the UN 
level. To this end, the UN’s Clapp commission 
has recommended both short and long range 
programs. 

Fortunately, a group of 30 outstanding Amer- 
ican civic leaders, officials, educators and cler- 
gymen have just signed an appeal to Lake 
Success. This appeal asks immediate action be- 
fore a winter of privation and distress sets in. 
If humanity is any test at UN, this appeal will 
get the “absolute priority” which it asks. 
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The Electronic Oracle of Aberdeen 

It seems the burning question that shivered 
the Navy’s timbers and shook the Pentagon is 
likely to be answered. And in a manner remi- 
niscient of the ancient Oracle of Delphi. The 
Department of Defense has disclosed that scien- 
tists in its employ are “asking” a robot brain 
down at the Aberdeen (Md.) Proving Ground 
what would happen in a duel between the Air 
Force’s big B-36 bomber and the Navy’s Banshee. 

The Department says that 12 men of science 
have been tussling and bowing and scraping for 
months before the Oracle of Aberdeen, some- 
times described as an “electronic delay storage 
automatic calculator.” Into its majestic maw 
they feed formulas compiled by Navy and Air 
Force to express characteristics of fighter and 
bomber, gun and rocket ballistics, statistical 
data on strategic bombing and other factors. It 
seems the big answer depends on a lot of little 
answers. “Some of the answers” are scheduled 
for January and the big answer in April. 

If this mechanical Frankenstein does come up 
with the big answer that unties the Gordian 
knot, it may progress to bigger fields, perhaps 
putting not only mathematicians but economists, 
logicians, politicians, admirals and generals on 
the shelf. It might be fed all the data on just 
what kind of war this nation would like to fight 
if attacked. Then—presto—out would come the 
exact combination of munitions, soldiers, sailors, 
airmen, plants, civilian goods and chewing gum 
necessary for a quick victory. There, indeed, 
would be Emerson’s “things are in the saddle 
and ride mankind” come true at last.

One of the most interesting and almost 
certainly one of the most important vis- 
itors to set out for America in recent 
years is Viscount Montgomery of Alamein. 
His immediate purpose is to address the 
English Speaking Union here at the end of 
the month, but it is believed that he has a 
‘much more serious objective—which is to 
lay before the Washington authorities the 
problems he is con- 
fronting as head of 
the western Euro- 
pean defense system. 


They are problems 
which Americans 
ought vividly to ap- 
preciate, but appar- 
ently do not. If it ac- 
complished nothing 
else, the recent House 
Armed Services Com- 
mittee inquiry at 
least glaringly dem- 
onstrated how far we still are from any 
real strategic co-ordination of our own 
warring services. 

Lord Montgomery’ has to co-ordinate the 
military efforts of half-a-dozen sovereign 
states, each with :its own inter-service 
jealousies; he has had to do it so far on 
next to nothing in the way of effective 
military organization and in the shadow of 
uncertainty as to the intentions of the 
United States, on which the whole Euro- 
pean defense system utterly depends, but 
which has so far accepted only an “ob- 
server's” role in that system. And he has 
to do all this in the nebulous capacity of a 
mere “chairman” of a “Commanders-in- 
Chief Committee” which is virtually a con- 
tradiction of terms in itself. 


Deadly Serious for Us, Too 


Reportedly, two problems are uppermost 
in his mind. One is his quarrel with the 
French, personified in his ground com- 
mander, Gen. de Lattre de Tassigny; the 
other is his desire to get more American 
ground troops deployed in Europe to stif- 
fen the fearfully fragile existing defenses. 

That both are deadly serious for the 
United States (as well as for Lord Mont- 


Montgomery 


gomery) can hardly be denied. The first 
may involve to some extent a clash of per- 
sonalities that might be assuaged by the 
passage from the scene of present actors; 
unfortunately, it also seems to reflect the 
same inability to reach common strategic 
concepts which has produced the violent 
clash of American service personalities 
and would probably, under any set of com- 
manders, lead to some spectacular disas- 
ters if the defense structure were ever 
tested in war. 


The reported demand for more Ameri- 
can troops on the ground in Europe cer- 
tainly reflects deeper difficulties still. 
The American people have never yet faced 
their real military problem. Military, con- 
gressional and public opinion alike has 
been far too ready to relapse upon the 
atomic bomb monopoly—not always con- 
sidering the horrible consequences which 
that implied—and let the arduous, expen- 
sive business of building adequate de- 
fenses on our frontiers in Europe go by 
the board. 


A Thoroughly Hazardous Situation 


Now that the monopoly appears to be at 
its end, now that an opening atomic cam- 
paign against Russia might be met by the 
instant atomic obliteration of London, 
Paris, Rome and Vienna, the problem is 
in different focus. If we cannot, after all, 
rely wholly on the atomic bomb, then there 
must be serious revision of our various 
other partial and scattered efforts. 


A defense structure including a little 
army in Europe, but not enough; a little 
European military aid, but not enough; a 
little tactical air support, but not enough, 
and a vast potential in the United States 
which is not mobilizable in any prompt 
way, with the whole under a complicated 
and amorphous command system incapable 
of effective decision—seems imperatively 
in need of tightening up all along the line. 


These are some of the problems in Lord 
Montgomery's baggage. If his visit con- 
centrates attention upon them, it will be 
one of the most valuable we have received 
in a long tim>. 


Ironic Footnote on H. L. Mencken

Collier’s Magazine lets fly with both 
barrels at—of all people!—H. L. Mencken. 
Unless he has acquired with age a sensi- 
tiveness to criticism of himself which he 
never had before, Mencken could not have 
been annoyed. But we'll bet he was a lit- 
tle startled. Even now, when he is almost 
70 and his once great vogue, as Collier’s 
notes with ponderous satisfaction, has 
passed, @ pot shot or two at Mencken 
might be expected now and then from 
what he used to deride as the Bible Belt, 
or the Sahara of the Bozart. But to find 
himself taken seriously in the present 
quarter at this date must amuse him. 

Collier’s editorial writer was looking 
over “A Mencken Chrestomathy,” a re- 
cently published collection of Mencken 
miscellany. He came upon an article on 
war published in The American Mercury 
20 years ago, and, boy, did it burn him 
up! 

The article was a cheap and crude 
piece of iconoclasm. Mencken in his time 
wrote more than one spuriously cynical ar- 
ticle about which the same thing could 


be said. But it’s late to be hot and both- | 


ered about any of them. He has turned 
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out a lot of good stuff, too, including his 
charming reminiscences in late years. 

Collier’s man reports: “Not long ago this 
writer, with a copy of ‘A Mencken Chres- 
tomathy’ in his hand, struck up a conver- 
sation with an intelligent and well-in- 
formed college student. The young man, 
a veteran, glanced at the book several 
times and finally asked, ‘Who was 
Mencken?’” That completely disposed of 
Mencken, in Collier’s mind. 

However, two things strike us about it. 
In the first place, a more natural initial 
inquiry from even an intelligent and well- 
informed college student would have been, 
“What does ‘chrestomathy’ mean?” In the 
second, is any college student well in- 
formed if he knows as little about modern 
American literature as to have to ask, 
“Who was Mencken?” ”

Romance of Early America 


MORNING TIME, by Charies O'Neill. (Simon & 

Schuster, New York, 392 pages, $2.95.) 

It was morning time for America when 
the Revolution was over and the new day 
was troubled with doubts and conflicts 
and clouded with the uncertainties that 
are bred of doubts and conflicts. In that 
morning time comes Theron Hawley, Con-

Following his defeat for the | 
Democratic re-nomination to the | 
Senate in’ 1940 by Abe Murdock, 
he practiced law in Washington 
until 1947, when he retired to Salt 
Lake City. 

He was once the law partner of 
the late United States Supreme 
Court Justice George Sutherland. 
He was an active member of the 
Latter-Day Saints (Mormon) 
Church, serving as a church mis- 
sionary in Great Britain from 
1880 to 1883. In 1897 he became 
Utah’s first congressional repre- 
sentative. 

He won his first Senate term in 
the election of 1916, and was re- 
elected in 1922, 1928 and 1934. 

After Franklin D. Roosevelt in- 
stituted his New Deal policies, 
King became one of the late Pres- 
ident’s most bitter critics inside 
the Democratic party.

ENNY MYERS might not 

be back for another season 

as head football coach at 
Boston College because the 
heat is on since his Eagies 
didn’t scream loudly enough. If 
he bows out, though, Myers will 
have a warm recollection of 
smashing revenge for one of the 
most astonishing upsets in grid- 
iron history. 


Briefly, you'll recall, Myers 
Was moved up from line coach 
to the headmaster’s job at B.C. 
when Frank Leahy heard alma 
mater Notre Dame call after a 
perfect 1940 season was cli- 
maxed by a victory over Ten- 
nessee in the Sugar Bowl. 


The Eagles feli off a bit the 
first season after Leahy left 
Boston. But in °42 they made 
the Irish of the New England 
metropolis grin broadly with a 
performance designed to make 
"em forget the °40 champions 
and—more important—Leahy. 

Down to the final football 
Saturday in November, Boston 
College rolled as the nation’s 
No. 1 team in the Associated 
Press poll. Through smashing 
victories the Eagles sped to 
lead the country in total of- 
fensive and defensive efficien- 
cy. Eight teams averaged only 
the amazingly low figure of 28 
yards rushing against a rock- 
ribbed B.C. line. 

A Better Mousetrap 


Beats a Better Team. 

S the Eagles kicked off to 
A txacitional rival Holy Cross 

from nearby Worcester at 
Boston’s Fenway Park, an over- 
flow crowd of 41,000 knew that 
a Sugar Bowl bid for a repeat 
performance against Tennessee 
awaited only the formality of 
disposing of the Crusaders. 
Holy Cross, a 4-to-1 underdog, 
had lost four games and had 
been tied once. 

Boston College had brilliant 
manpower that year. A bruis- 
ing fullback, Mike Holovak, who 
was good enough later to make 
the Chicago Bears, headed a 
talented backfield. And there 
were future pros up front, too, 
featuring Center Fred Nau- 
metz, now with the Los An- 
geles Rams. The especial pride 
and joy, though, was Gil Bou- 
ley, All-America tackle and a 
one-man gang. 

All Holy Cross had was de- 
termination, Coach Ank Scan- 
lan’s careful planning and a 
better mousetrap, a clever coun- 
ter for big Bouley’s rough-and- 
ready, rock-and-sock-’em charg- 
ing tactics. 

The shock the Crusaders gave 
Bouley, Boston College, the 
Sugar Bowl Committee and the 
‘football world that Saturday 
after Thanksgiving seven years 
ago will be remembered as long 
as the world “upset” is in the 
Janguage. Repeatedly mouse- 
trapping the great Bouley, a 
giant powerhouse who became a 
bewildered little boy in the face 
of well-executed deception, 
Holy Cross threw the over-con- 
fident Eagles into confusion. 
Gaining 335 yards, more than 
10 times the average B. C.’s 
Maginot Line of the gridiron 
had yielded, the Crusaders top- 
pled the nation’s No. 1 team— 
eight touchdowns to two. 

The astonishment would have 
been little more this year if a 
terrific Notre Dame team had 
lost by six TD’s to any team 
on the Irish schedule.

Tragedy, Memories, 


Then a Sweet Dream 
IGURATIVELY lucky to 
F escape with their lives that 
afternoon, the Eagles were 
fortunate literally that night. 
With the Sugar Bowl invitation 
withdrawn and awarded to Tul- 
sa, Myers and his badly-shaken 
boys begged off an informal 
party scheduled the same night 
at a downtown nightclub. As 
Holy Cross fans celebrated hap- 
pily and stunned Boston Col- 
lege supporters drowned their 
sorrows, a flash fire swept the 
palm-fringed Cocoanut Grove, 
the night spot to which the 
beaten players hadn’t gone. 

Few persons escaped; 493 
perished in thé second worst 
disaster of its kind in the coun- 
try’s history. 

Later that Boston College 
squad was invited to the Orange 
Bowl, where it lost a 37-21 
game to a strong Alabama team, 
but the most one-sided drub- 
bing in the long series with 
Holy Cross, etched so deeply in 
memories because of its tragic 
juxtaposition to the real catas- 
trophe at the Cocoanut Grove, 
continued to bedevil Denny 
Myers. 

Under pressure as Boston 
College never again came so 
close to sweeping national hon- 
ors, the coach might have lost 
out in the season just ended 
when his Eagles, again highly 
regarded, suffered their first 
white-wash of his regime (46-0 
against Oklahoma) and then 
lost four games. 

But if he really has coached 
his last ball game on Boston’s 
Chestnut Hill, Myers last Sat- 
urday gave ’em something to 
remember him by in addition to 
that ill-fated day seven seasons 
ago.

Mohler, Killed 


In Crash, One of 
Trojan Greats 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 28 (UP) 


—The name of Orv Mohler, who 


was killed in an Air Force plane 
crash yesterday, stands for some 
of the greatest feats in the foot- 


Southern California, where he 
quarterbacked Howard Jones's 
most-famed Thundering Herds. 

The 40-year-old Mohier, an Air 
Force colonel, rode a B-25 bomber 
to his death when one of its en- 
gines failed near Dixiana, Ala. 
His co-pilot was killed. One other 
crew member -parachuted to 


| safety. 


It was nearly 20 years ago, from 
1930 to 1932, when Southern Cali- 
fornia was dominating Pacific 
Coast football and getting recog- 
nition as a national gridiron 
power, that Mohler was a star, 


His Greatest Hour. 

And it is one of Southern Cali- 
fornia’s most dramatic victories 
over Notre Dame, a 16-14 upset 
in 1931, that most Trojan fans 
recall when they think of Mohler. 
Notre Dame was leading, 14 to 
0, going into the last quarter, and 
Mohler guided his team through 
a 16-point last quarter rally. 
Fullback Gus Shaver went over 
from the one for the first touch- 
down four plays after the period 
opened, but Johnny Baker missed 
the conversion. Notre Dame had 
to punt after the kickoff, and at 
the end of a 57-yard drive Mohler 
lateraled to Shaver on a right-end 
sweep for another score. Baker 
made good his kick and U.S.C. 
trailed, 14 to 13. 

The Trojans worked the ball 
down to Notre Dame’s 24-yard 
line with two and a half minutes 
to play and on third down, with 
seven yards to go, Jones called 
substitute Quarterback Homer 
Griffith off the bench and sent 
him in to call for a field goal.

and kept Mohler, who was already 
planning a field goal try. Mohler 
held the ball and Baker kicked 
the goal. Score: U. S. C. 16, 
Notre Dame 14. 

Mohler was an amateur pilot 
in his collegiate days, and one 
day shortly before a key game he 
and Tackle Tay Brown were out 
for a joy ride. They landed at 
San Bernardino and the plane 
nosed over. 

Neither one was hurt, but Jones 
hit the ceiling when he heard 
about: it. He handed down an 
order against airplane rides by 
any of his players during the foot- 
ball season. 

His father, Norman’ Ernest 
(Kid) Mohler, was a star left- 
handed second baseman with the 
San Francisco Seals in the early 
1900s and once coached baseball 
at the United States Naval Acad- 
emy.

Betting Coup on 


Most Valuable | 


Player Award Hits Bookies Hard 


NEW YORK, Nov. 28 (AP)— 
New York bookies, hit for an esti- 
mated half million dollar loss in 
a recent betting coup involving 
the most valuable player compe- 


tition in baseball, haven’t paid 
off yet. And what’s more, many 
of them don’t intend to. 

That there was considerable 
money being wagered on the out- 
come of the most valuable play- 
er polls came to light on Nov. 12 
shortly before Jackie Robinson 
was announced as National 
League winner. The National 
League choice was made public 
Nov. 18 and the American League 
winner exactly a week later. 

Some persons knew that Wil- 
liams ‘had won in the American 
League at least 10 days before 
the official announcement. The 
Associated Press sports depart- 
ment was besieged by phone call- 
ers wanting to verify his victory. 

One Manhattan bookie is said 
to have been taken for $40,000. It 
is reported a small Brooklyn 
bookie dropped $6000. 

A fight manager who allegedly 
books on the side, hired a well 
known man-about-town to de- 
termine the exact date when the 
votes were counted. 

Hates to Be Sucker. 

The manager did not disclose 
how much money he lost but he 
was willing to pay his man off 
with a “brand new Cadillac” if 
he could “get him out of the 
mess.” 

“Look,” the manager said, “I 
don’t mind losing. But I hate to 
be taken for a sucker. What I 
want to find out now is just 
when the votes were tabluated. 
I’ve kept a list of all the bets 
made. Only those who bet before 
the count was made will be paid 
off.” 

Ken Smith, secretary-treasurer 
of the Baseball Writers Associa- 
tion of America which conducts 


the poll, said the votes were tam 
lated Nov. 11 and the results 
were handed to the printer thaf 
same day. The actual voting 
takes place before the end of the 
season. 

“A lot of people knew about 
it,” said Smith, “I told any news- 
paper man who asked me, confi- 
dentially. Who would be silly 
enough to bet on a thing like 
that?” 

Smith said he had been con- 
tacted by Ford Frick, president of 
the National League, on a change 
of procedure in future tabula- 
tions. Hereafter the votes will 
be sealed until the day of count- 
ing. The results will be an- 
nounced immediately, instead of 
being held for a release date. 

Betting Dangerous, Says Frick. 

Frick took official cognizance 
of the huge wagering on the 
American League poll when he 
made two proposals for changes 
in the method of conducting the 
polls. 

“That betting stuff is highly 
dangerous,” he said, ‘“‘and we have 
got to kill it off at once. I per- 
sonally know of a bet of $2060 
on Williams to win the award. 
Apparently the fact that Williams 
had been named leaked out. 

“I propose that the polls be 
held after the close of the season, 
They have been conducted con- 
siderably in advance of the flag 
clinching. And the system has 
not worked out. 

“T also suggest that the names 
of the two winners be made pub- 
lic the moment counting of the 
votes has been completed. It’s 
been customary to delay the an- 
nouncements for weeks. That 
must be stopped because it is an 
invitation to betting.” 

The most valuable player vote 
is conducted by a poll of 24 of 
the members of the Baseball Writ- 
ers’ Association, three from each 
city. That system has been in ef- 


fect since 1931.

1939, consumer income was only 
10 times the outstanding debt of 
$7,250,000,000. 

The general assumption is that 
consumer expenditures on dur- 
able goods will drop in 1950. 
After a. 5,000,000 pagssenger-car 
year —the biggest on record — 
some letdown would be under- 
standable. General Motors of- 
ficials, taking this inte account, 
have intimated that auto sales 
in 1950, though still good by any 
previous standard, will be down 


about 15%. The question is: Will 


consumers use the money not 
spent on durable goods to pur- 
chase soft goods? 

Department store and ap- 
parel merchants, ever hopeful, 
count on a return to prewar 
relationships between durable 
and nondurable sales. In which 
case, some increases in depart- 
ment store and general merch- 
andise sales can be expected to 
offset the drop in hard goods 
expenditures. 

All this is in keeping with a 
postwar readjustment pattern. 

Competition for the consumer dol- 
lar now embraces a wider area. 
As merchandise becomes plentiful, 
not only do department. stores 


‘vie with one another and with 


other types of stores, but also one 
merchandise competes 
with other types of goods: Autos 
with clothing; washing machines 
with dining room furniture; sheets 
and pillowcases with foodstuffs, 
and so on. 


Retailers, incidentally. must 
also fend against the landlord as 
a competitor. As rent controls 
are relaxed, as new housing comes 
on the market, consumers will be 
torn: Shall] they spend on rent 
or on autos or clothes, etc.? 


Nevertheless, the prospect for 
1950 is *hat total sales will con- 
tinue at a high level. Employ- 
ment remains high, the soldiers’ 
bonus in the spring will give re- 
tail volume a fillip, and the fear 
of a deep depression has abated. 
So people ought to be willing to 
spend a fairly liberal proportion 
of their income. In that case, as 
durable goods sales drop soft 
goods sales should rise.

Countess on Visit Here Cites Group's Work; Nazis Killed Her Husband

éc‘ HE Germans want to be 

T ruled.” “The only 

language they understand 

is force.” ... “The German peo- 

ple will never respect democratic 
government.” ... 

All these generalizations con- 
cerning the character and tem- 
perament of the German people 
have become standard; the con- 
cept of the incurable nationalist 
is the accepted one. 

“But there is another element, 
too,” says Countess Freya von 
Moltke. “I know that other ele- 
ment exists because I stand for it 
and because there are sO many 
of us.” 

Countess von Moltke, visiting in 
St. Louis at present, had what 
amounted to a ringside seat for 
the activities of that element of 
Germany which opposed Hitler 
and Nazism. Her husband was 
Count Helmuth-James von Molt- 
ke, leader of the Kreisau Circle, 
a resistance movement before the 
war, an active underground or- 
ganization during the war. Al- 
though he was not involved in the 
July 1944 attempt on Hitler’s life, 
and in fact opposed it, he was 
executed as a result of it. 

' His widow was helped to escape 
to South Africa, where she has 
been living with their two sons, 
but she hopes to return to Ger- 
many and meanwhile is lecturing 
for the benefit of the American 
Committee to Aid Survivors of the 
German Resistance in the U.S.A. 

“Our aim is to help educate 
the offspring of Germans who lost 
their lives opposing Hitler,” ex- 
plains Countess von Moltke, a 
tall, tailored looking woman with 
close-cropped hair, beautiful eyes, 
and a face that lights up when 
she smiles. “We have talked of 
the possibility of exchanging stu- 
dents. I think it would help if 
young Germans could learn by 
what they see instead of from 
what they are told.” 

It was what they saw happen- 
ing in Germany that led the group 
of young people headed by her 
husband’ to form the Krelsau 
Circle in Hitler’s early days. It 
was named for Count von Molt- 
ke’s estate, Kreisau, in Silesia, in 
his family since the days of his 
ancestor, a Bismarckian field mar- 
shal. A man of renowned liberal 
views (he was the “Hans” of 
Dorothy Thompson’s broadcasts, 
later published in book form as 
“Listen, Hans’), he gathered 
about him people of similar anti- 
Nazi views. 

“We were a group from all 
walks of life and political out- 
looks.” his widow says. ‘“‘Social- 
ists from trade unions, Protes- 
tants and Catholics, professors 
and farmers. The unifying belief 
of all these people was that after 
the collapse—which we expected 


would come through war or other 
causes—Germany must be rebuilt 
The group began meeting se- 
cretly, in country retreats, ex- 
worker in each province, a group 
that could rise up and take over 
“Tt was dangerous and diffi- 
cult.” she says, “but we knew our 
one unless we _ were sure.

Count von Moltke, in fact, 
had been arrested several months 
earlier for a minor political of- 
fense: he had warned a friend 
that the Gestapo was looking for 
him and the friend had been cap- 
tured. He was held in prison sus- 
pected of being a political enemy, 
even though there had been no 
evidence of it. 

“He had been supposed to car- 
ry a dangerous memorandum 
with him the night he was ar- 
rested.” Countess von Moltke 
said, “but at the last minute he 
left it at a friend’s apartment. 
In the middle of the night, the 
bell rang at the apartment—and 
his friend immediately burned 
the paper over the lavatory—that 
was the way to do it when you 
wanted to get rid of something 
quickly—before he opened the 
door.

East won, and south still 
had to lose two more club tricks, 
a trump, and the heart originally 
conceded. Down 200. 


Since South missed the 10 and 
nine of clubs along with the ace 
and king, he should have gone to 
considerable pains to avoid 
“breaking” the suit. His one real 
chance was to make thé opponents 
do that for him, and the method 
was as follows: 


After drawing two rounds of 
trumps and noting Wests’s discard 
of a diamond, South should have 
cashed his own top diamonds, 
then led to dummy’s diamond 
queen. It would now be time to 
do some simple figuring. West 
had overcalled at the two-level, 
so presumably had a five-card 
heart suit. East’s raise of hearts 
might well have been on three 
cards in the suit. East had also 
had three diamonds and three 
spades, hence must hold four 
clubs, and of course had one, if 
not both, of the missing club hon- 
ors. 


The thing to do, then, was to 
take away East’s last heart. South 
should have ruffed a heart, then 
thrown East in with the high 
trump.

DEAR FRIENDS 
AND GENTLE HEARTS: 
NE spring midnight, not 
many years ago, I got into 
an argument with a friend 
of mine. He was a famous man 
and occupied a position of re- 
sponsibility and power. Over 
sandwiches and milk, as we sat 
late at his desk, I ventured to 
criticize him for what I pre- 
sumed to call his naive trust 
in human nature. 

“Time and time again your 
friends have sold you down the 

ver,” I remonstrated. “You 
ought to be more suspicious of 
people.” 

He smiled, spread wide his 
hands as if asking forgiveness, 
and declared: 

“IT just can’t do it; I have to 
believe in people! While some 
friends will betray you, sooner 
or later, the percentage is all 
on the side of loyalty.
